The translation was completed in June, 1483, ExcssivELY RARE, ONLY 
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THREE other perrect corres ARE KNOWN ; of which two are in the British 
Museum and one in the library of Earl Spencer. There is besides one imperfect 
one which is in the Bodleian. It is easy therefore to conceive that the present PER- 
FECT Copy may be considered unique as far as the collector is concerned; Lord 
Spencer’s copy is never likely to come into the market ; the other two are, of course, 
inaccessible, and the one now described is probably the only one that can be offered 
for sale within the next hundred years. Since the year 1698 only one other copy has 
been seen in the public auctions ; it was purchased by Karl Spencer at Brand’s sale 
in 1837. The present one was bought at the Marquis of Blandford’s sale in 1819, 
by G. W. Taylor ; from him it passed into the hands of Mr. Jolley, at the sale of 
whose books in 1843 it became the property of Rodd the bookseller. Since that 
time, it has been in the possession of the Rev. Mr. Corser. Consequently this volume 
is perhaps the rarest and most unattainable in the whole Caxton series, and that 
consideration is quite sufficient to account for its high price.

Specimens of Machlinia’s press are of the greatest rarity. This work, of which 
a long description will be found in Dibdin’s Ames, is perhaps the most interesting 
that ever was issued from his press. ‘The others were chiefly law books, in Latin or 
Norman-French, but the Speculum is full of pieces of verse, hymns, and precepts, 
in English. ‘The first twenty-seven leaves are in Latin, upon the Commandments, 
the Judgment, etc. with eighteen pieces of rhyme interspersed. The first is a 
couplet ; 

P Tn heyen shall dwelle alle cristen men 
That knowe & kepe goddes byddynges ten 


The others are quatrains, and vyersified from the Commandments, etc. Leaves 
28—47 are almost entirely in English, both in verse and prose, full of quaint, pro- 
yerbial rhyme. Leaves 48, 49, contain a long Hymn to the Virgin, of real poetical 
merit, beginning thus :— 

. Mary moder wel thou be, 
Mary moder thenke on me ; 
Mayden and moder was never none, 
Togeder lady saf thou allone. 

The remainder of the book is in Latin. The copy, which is in the King’s 
Library, B.M., belonged to Dr. Farmer, who inscribed in it a statement that the 
Speculum was the first book printed in the city of London. William of Mechlin, 
had his house in Holborn, near the Fleet-bridge.

These beautiful Poems are so very rare, that but few collections contain them. 
In the Darius, Act 3, Sc. 3, some lines of the monarch’s soliloquy bear a strong 
resemblance to the celebrated passage in the Tempest, beginning with “ The cloud- 
capped towers.” The Tempest, in all probability was written long subsequently to 
Darius, so that Shakspeare appears to have borrowed the idea from Lord Stirling, 
The lines in Darius begin with “ Let greatnesse of her glascie scepters vaunt.”’
